SUBJECT : Grant of Export House status to State Corporations nominated by 
State Governments [Union Territories. 

File No. 6|57|93-1PC-1I.—Attention is invited to paragraph 140A of the 
Export & Import Policy 1992-97 (Revised Edition • March 1993), wherein it 
has been laid down that State Corporations nominated by the respective State 
GdvemmerrtsJ Union Territories may be recognised as an Export House only, 
even though the criterion for recognition, as laid down in paragraph 137 read 
with paragraphs 138, 139 and 140 of the policy, is not fulfilled in accordance 
with the procedure to be notified in this behalf. The following procedure shall 
apply for considering the application received from State Corporations for the 
grant of Export House status :— 

(a) The State Corporations eligible shall be the one which are not en¬ 
titled for Export Hoiusc or Trading House or Star Trading House 
status as per the normal criterion laid down in paragraph 137 read 
with paragraphs 138, 139 and 140 of the policy. Such Corporation is 
established by the Stajte GovernmentjUnion Territory for the pur¬ 
pose of export promotion and is specifically nominated for grant of 
Export House status by the respective State Govt.[Union Territory. 
If a similar State Corporation is already recognised as an export 
House or Trading House or Star Trading House in accordance with 
the existing criterion laid down in Chapter XII of the Export & Im¬ 
port Policy 1992—97, then a fresh status shall not be granted in 
terms of paragraph 140A of the policy; 

(b) The status to be considered shall be restricted to “Export House” 
only; 

(c) The above said facility to grant “Export House” status without 
attaining the normal eligibility criteria shall be only a one time dis¬ 
pensation ; an d 

(d) The provision of paragraph 141 & 142 of the Export & Import 
Policy 1992—-97 shall be applicable. 
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2, The eligible State Corporations desirdus of availing the status of Export 
House as mentioned above may submit their applications in accordance with the 
procedure laid down in Chapter XII of the Hand Book of Procedures 1992—97 
(Revised Edition : 1993) supported by a certificate from the Government of res¬ 
pective State|Union Territory as mentioned in para 1(a) above.
